The Iniquity of the Invalid Pensions Bill—Sunset

WASHINGTON, January 12.—[Spocial.}—At 
Jast a Mexican pension bill has passed congress, 
but it is in a considerably different shape from 
the bill first offered to reward the veterans of 
that heroic struggle. No war in history had so 
few regulars and so many volunteers in pro- 
portion. No war ever paid any country so well 
in proportion to the expenditure of life and 
treasure. It was the gallantry of the volun- 
teers which gave usa new empire in the west, 
and added fresh lustre to our arms. No sol- 
diers ever served a country beticr or more 
effective'y, and yet none have ever received so 
little consideration from the government that 
profitca by their blood and soffering. The 
effort to give some sort of acknowledgement to 
the survivors of this war has been made in con- 


efess a dozen times in the last ten yeurs, 
A Mexican pension bill has often 
passed one branch of congress, 
to be Lampered and killed by amendments 


im the other. At the last session the house 


agreed toa bil) placing all the survivors of 
that war on the pension rol]]. at the regniar 
allowance of eight dollars a month. The 


senate amended this,and today the honse pass- 
edthe bill, as amended by the senate. 
WHAT IT PROVIDES For. 

It pensions all the Mexican veterans who 
afe over sixty-two years of age, excepting 
these whose political disabilities have not 
been removed. This exception strikes only 
Jefferson Davis, who made the most brilliant 
reco:d in the Mexican war, and saved Taylor's 
army from annihilation at Buena Vista. 
Pensions are allowed to those undcr sixty- 
two who are pbysically disabled to earna 
livelibocd. Asthis war was fought mainly 
by the voung-blood and the best blood of the 
countiy, most of its survivors are not yet 
sixty-two yearsold, and few of those who are 
belew that age willcome in under its pauper 
clause. Itisasopto Cerberus without any 
olccmarcarizre in it. 

SUPPORTING ALL WHO WILL NOT WORK. 

Just before performing this act of belated 
and still partial justice, the bouse passed a 
pension bill, which is the wildest raid yet 
rude on the treasury. It was the measure to 
pension all the soldiers of the federal army in 
the late war who can’t make a living. The 
data on which this bill was based were as 
follows: 

The commissioner of pensions, acting under 
the direction of the chairman of th: house 
ccrmmittce on invalid pensions, wrote to every 
county in every state to ascertain how many 
old scidiers were in their poor house. Replies 
were received from about one-half the counties 
in the union. The number received from 
these were doubled to represen? the countics 
that didn’t reply, and a percengage was added 

for the old soldiers who.weemediving on private 
charitcs. On this basis a caleniation was 
made that the proposed bill wiil cost six mill- 
ionsaxvear. When the arrears of pensions 
bills wes passed they said it would cost fifty 
millions. It has cost three hundred millions. 
Ona }cw estimate this new bill shonld be mul- 
tiplied by six,and if the country get off by pav- 
ing thirty million a year forthe next ten years 
under its previsions it will be in big luck. The 
most @angerous feature ofthe billis the invi- 
tation it extends to dead beating and idleness. 
Whenever a man who was in the federat army 
gets tired of work, he may confess that he is 
broken down, be sent tothe peor house and 
become a pensioner of the government. The 
bill bas passed the house only, but it wil! nn- 
estionab!y ¢o through th e senate. 
The most remarkable feature of this bi | 
that it gives to men who have broken down, 
or played cut, since the war, twelve dollars a 
monih, whereas the soldier who was wounded 
and crippled in the service, gets only cight 
dollars a month. 

The Georgia delegation voted solidly for the 
Mexican pension bill, and against the so-called 
invalid pension bill. Every northern demo- 
crat voted for this bill, though many of them 
admit that they condemn it. The average 
northern democrat has about as much back- 
bone es a jelly fish. 

CURTIN’S PAY STOPPED. 

To-dav the sergeant-at-arms of the house 
“opped the congressional salary of ex-Governo 
Andrew G. Curtin, of Pennsylvania. He did 
so on information from the comptroller of the 
treasury that Governor Curtin was nine hun- 
dred dollars behind in «his account 
with tne government as minister 
to Russia. While this occurrence is naturally 
annoying to Governor Curtin, everybody who 
knows him is satisfied that it results from some 
misapprehension of the law, or from some of 
those novelconstructions for which Judge Dar- 
ham is famous, Governor Curtin will demand 
an investigation at once. 

THE INTERSTATE BILL. 

Judge Crisp tried tocall up the interstate 
commerce bill today, but was defeated by a few 
votes, because. the invalid pension bill was 
awaiting achance. Te will ask the house to- 
morrow to consider the interstate bill, and 
there is no question about its being taken up. 
About its passage just as it stands there is lit- 
tle doubt. Judge Crisp will open and close the 
debate in support of the bill. He thinks two 
ddys will suffice for the discussion, but I would 
not be surprised to see the discussion take up 
the rest of the week. The bill will pass the 
house by a bigmajority. Some of those who 
will speak against it may imitate the ex imple 
of Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, whe made an 
argument against it and then voted for it. 

SUNSET COX DYING. 

The condition of Congressman S. S. Cox. of 
New York, causes great alarm to his friends. 
He is afflicted with catarrh of the stomach. 
complicated with pneumonia, and is very weak. 
Mr. Cox has been in comparatively delicate 
health for years, but with his frail physique 
he bas constantly done the work of a giant.

--The Constitution's Centennial. 
WasuiIncton, January 17.—In the senate 
tie select committee on the centennial of the 
constitution,reported afresointion that it is ex- 


_pedient that the centennial anniversary of in- 


avuguration of the constitution he celebrated 
in April, Ise9, by an address to be delivered 
Lefore the president of the United States, and 
the two houses in congress by the chief justice 
of the United States, to which representatives 
of foreign governments shall be invited and 
thatthe occasion be further celebrated by 
evitable civil or military observances, the de- 
tails thercof to be sett’ed hereafter. Adopted.

Jhysicians are investigating the 
matter, and a special meeting of the common 
council has been called to take flecessary action, 
The company has shut off the gas from its 
main, and will not supply its customers until if 
can make gas that is not odorless.

| MEXICAN PENSION BILL PASSED. 


The House Agrees to the Senate Amend- 
ments. 

WASHINGTON January 17.—In the house,un- 
der call of the states,a number of bills were 
introduced and referred, among them the fol- 
lowing, by Mr. Kelley,of Pennsylvania, appro- 
priating six hundred thousand dollars to pro- 
mote the Colored People’s World exhibition, to 
be beld at Birmingham,Ala.,in September next. 

By Mr. Lovering, of Massachusetts.granting 
a pension of $25 per month to Walt Whitman.

THE RIDE TO DEATH. 


Four Tramps Burned to Death In a Locked

LOUISVILLE, January 17.—At 2:15 a. m. to- 
day, as special freight train of nineteen ears, 
loaded with cotten was pulling into Paducah, 
Ky., on the line of the Chesapeake, Ohio and 
Southern railroad, one of the cars was discoy- 
ered to be on fire. It had been taken on and 
locked at Memphis, being transferred from 
Lonisville, New Orleans and Texas railroad 
that point.

There. are some Van- 
Wyck democrats, and the republicans claim to 
be able tocommand enough of these after the 
first ballot to e‘ect their nominee, They have 
not vet beld a caucus, and it is understood they 
will not do so until after the first ballot in 
joint convention, when the strength ofthe 
candidates will be definitely known. Among 
the straight republicans there are half a dozen 
candidates in the field. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., January 17.—([Special.] 
The caucus met again tonight. But four bal- 
lots were taken without material change in 
the result. The most notable change was the 
gain by Marks and the loss by Bate on one 
ballot, making Marks 27. After an ineffectual 
effort to rescind the resolution requiring 67 
members to be present to effect a nomination, 
the caucus adjourned until tomorrow after- 
neon. The first ballot in joint session in the 
legislature will be taken tomorrow.

The Courts of Indiana Sustain 
Smith as Presiding ‘Officer, 
INDIANAPOLIS, January 17.—The quo war- 
ranto proceedings brought by Senator Smith 
to obtain a judicial decision upon his right to 
preside over the senate have resulted in favor 
of Senator Smith, court holding that the elec- 
tion of Robertson, as lieutenant-governor, was

Judge Ayres, of the civil cireuit court, this 
morning gave his decision in the proceedings 
against Lietenant-Governor Robertson. He 
held that the court had jurisdiction of the case 
and also that there is no provision of the con- 
stitution whereby a lieutenant-governor can 
be elected at any other time than when the 
governor is elected—that is once every four 
years. He granted a writ of injunction 
against Robertson to restrain him from presid- 
ing at the joint convention on Wednesday, In 
conclusion, the judge said, he assumed juris- 
diction and made the decision he did, so there 
could be an appeal to the supreme court at 
once, he believing, that wpon such an im- 
portant question, the opiaion of that court 
should be had 

Colonel Robertson's attorneys at once gave 
notice of anappeal to the supreme court, This 
court adjourned on Saturday for ten days, but 
Chief Justice Elliott this afternoon notified 
the judgesto assem ble here tomorrow. The 
transcript in this case is quite lengthy, and 
will not be ready for filing before noon Thurs- 
day. 

The senate today began operations in busi- 
ness of unseating members, thesubject being 
Senator McDonald, (rep.) of Jackson and Law- 
rence. He was unseated by a strict party 
vote, the democratic majority depriving the 
minority of the election’s committee privilege 
of presenting areport. This action resfores 
the status of the general assembly on joint bal- 
lot to the former figures—76 democrats and 74 
republicans.

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THE RAILROAD DEAL. 


JHE EAST TENNESSEE AND WEST 
POINT TERMINAL. 


. * 
Feurteen Millions in New Bonds to be Issued-Ti'® 
Tumble in West Point Termina) Stocks in Wall 
Sir.et om Account of thé Issue— 
Other Interesting Reilroad News. 


New York, January 17.—{Special.]—The 
negotiations for the purchase of a controliing 
interest in the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia railway company, by the Richmond 
and West Point Terminal company, were not 
completed today, although little doubt of the 
final success of the scheme was expressed by 
persons who are conducting the 
negotiations. The directors of the 
Terminal company, at a meeting, went so 
far as to authorize the issue of $14,000,000 new 
common stock and $8,500,000 collateral trust 
bonds, to carry out their part of the proposed 
sgreement. The newbonds are to run ten 
years, at the rate of six per cent intetest, aud 
haye been sold in effect to a syndicate formed 
some time ago of the principal friends and sup- 
porters of the company. Of the new stock 
$10,000,000 is to be given for the acquisition of 
the outstanding j 25,000 shares of Richmond and 
Panvilie railroad, at the tate of four shares of 
Terminal stock, for one share of Richmond and 
Danville stock. The purpose of the exchange 
isto enable the Terminal company to secure 
the . 

ABSOLUTE AND UNDISPUTED OWNERSHIP 
of the assetsin the treasury of" the Richmond 
and Danville company, which will form a part 
of the security in the proposed eral trust 
loan. The remaining 40,000 shdres of new 
stock are to be given to the Brice-Thomas 
syndicate in part payment fer the 60,000 
shares of Eatt Tennesseeffirst preferred stock 
which carries the control. In effect, the syn-, 
dicate receives for its $6,000,000 stock 40,000 
shares of Terminal stock at 40 and $4,400,000 
in cash, Under the plan of reorganization of 
the East Tennessee company the first preferred 
steek has the right until 1591 to elect a ma- 


jority of the board of directors, unless before 


that time the company should pay out of net 
earnings 5 per cent. dividends for two full sac- 
cessive years, The amount of the first preferred 
stock is $11,000,000, but the total share capital 
of the company is $5,700,000. The Terminal 
company, if it intends to retain control of 
the road under the present proposed agreement 
must acquire by purchase, or in some other 
way, $2,300,000 of the junior stock. It is an- 
derstood that a part of the delay in completing 
negotiations is due to the consideration of a 
plan by which ultimately the minority first 
preferred stock may participate in the transfer 
of the East Tennessee property to the Terminal 
company. 
IN THE HANDS OF THE LAWYERS, 

Nothing has been absolutely finished, al- 
though the general terms of the sale of the 
60,000 shares of East Tennessee stock have been 
placed in the bands of lawyers for the drawing 
of the agreement. No papers have yet been 
signed by either party to the proposed transfer, 
and the action_of the Terminal directors is un- 
derstood té be conditional uper tite sneaits of 
the plan. Even the proposed issue of stock in 
exchange for the outstanding Rich- 
mond and Danville stock will  prob- 
ably not be made. ,if the whole 
scheme is not earried thrfugh. It was ramor 
ed in Wall street that B iguer agaist the 
fuithur issue of stock 1d bonds by the Ter 
minal ¢eompany had bee®obtained, but it was 
not learned that there was any foundation for 
the reports.

Some Rare Old Articles from the Last Cen- 
(ary. 

Srnora, Ga,, January 17.—[Special.]—Yonr 
repoiter was shown some interesting relics to- 
day by Mr. I. 8. Price, of Brook’s Station. 
Amcng them were: A flint and steel pistol, 
made by T. Sykes & Co., Sheffield, England, 
near a century ago; two historical books, one 
published in London in 1706, containing: 
‘“narticular and methodical account of the trial 
of the Ear) of Strafford,” together with a gen- 
eral history of England between the years 1638 
and 1641,the other published in 1708,containing 
the history of England from 1641 to 1642. Also 
a fire machine used by his father in the war 
of Inl2. and a coin bearing the date 1785, with 
the inscr#ption on one side “Sit Nomen Domini 
Benediction,” and on the other, 
Lud. XVI. D.G. FR Et. Nav. Rex. The fire 
machine is so congfructed that a steel wheel is 
made to revolve’rapidly, by means of a string 
on the principle of the top, and strikes against 
a flint throwing the sparks into the tinder box 
below,se as to set on fire the Inflaanmable mate- 
rial deposited there. He says the pisto) was 
used hy his father 60 years ago in South Caro- 
lina, while he was acting as jailer in Newberry, 
and that thesherifis of adjoining counties were 
accustomed to borrow it when anticipating 
trouble in the discharge of their duties.

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A GUARD WOUNDED AND ACON- 
ViICT KILLED AT RISING FAWN. 


William Jackson, a Desperate Convie*, Shot and 
Killed While Leadinga Mu'‘iny Against tie 
Guerds- Tae Story of the Revolt of 
the Gang—An Exciting Scone, Ete, 


Ristnc Fawn, Ga., January 17.—[Special.]— 
William Jackson, one of the negro convicts lo- 
cated at the camp here, was shot and killed 
late yesterday evening while leading a mutiny 
of the convicts. 

A large number of convicts are located at 
this place in Dade county, working at the im- 
mense iron mills belonging to Senator Brown 
and others, For some weeks Captain 
Conner, who is in charge, bas suspected that 
Jim Hclt, William Jackson and others were 
planning an escape. Hesueceeded in getting 
satisfactory evidence that Holt, who is regard- 
ed as the most desperate conviet at the camp, 
was the leader, and he decided to punish him. 
Holt refused to be punished, and in an e‘fort 
tosverccme him Holt stabbed Conner in the 
left shoulder, inflicting quite a severe, though 
not dangerous wound, which bled copiously, 
Conner. with a view to disable Holt, then shot 
at him twice with a pistol. The first shot went 
wideof the mark and the second just grazed 
the elbow, merely cutting the skin. By this 
time Conner found that he was so weak from 
loss of blood that he wasphysically anable to 
inflict the punishment. 

This cceurred on the outside of the main 
building, where all the convicts were securely 
locked. The friends and co-conspirators of 
Holt, who were in the building, became very 
much excited, and for a time 

A GENERAL MUTINY WAS THREATENED. 
They absolutely refuscd to go on tue building 
chain, and during the whole 
vight many of them were walking about in 
the building, and using profane language, and 
declaring that they would under no circum- 
stances submit to yunishment. Triday at ten 
o'clock, they returned to work, but finding 
Conner was unable to inflict punishment, and 
knowing that no one else could do it, many of 
them begun idling and were quite insolent. 
This state of affairs continued until Sanday, 
when Wm. Jackson, figuring as the leader in 
keeping up the strife, going from gang to gang 
of the men during Friday and Sat. day, 
urging them to continue their insubordination, 
His inflrence was so effectual and pernicious 
that it was thougbt edvisable to remove him 
from the |uilding and put him in a sep irate 
building. Jackson was ordered out but refused 
to come, saying he would die first, and threat- 
ening to killany onc who attempted to re- 
move him. Lateinthe evening Conner sta- 
tioned some guards atthe door of the build- 
jug and, accompanied by two trusties, entered 
the building and 

ATTEMPTED TO REMOVE JACKSON, 

Jackson at ones drew a knife, and began 
cutting at everyone who approached him. Im- 
mediately things became squatly. Several of 
the convicts took sides with Jackson, hurling 
bottles and other missiles at the guards and 
trusties. One of the guards was slightly 
wounded, and one of the trusties had his 
clothes cut. Atthis stage the excitement be- 
came intense, and several of the Jackzon crowd 
seized Keenan, a tresty, Who was‘ trying to 
disarm Jacksen,with the intention of wreaking 
their vengeance on him, when one of the 
guaids at the door, divining their intention, 
and sceing Jackson -furiously brandishing his 
knife, shot at him, evidently with a view of 
disabling him, and shot him in the arm. An 
aitery was severed, and he died, This subdued’ 
the others. 

Teday things are comparatively quiet. ‘The 
coroner’s jury found the killing justifiable in 
quelling the mutiny. Some of the leaders 
have heen punished. Everything is now q et, 
and no furthcr trouble is apprehended.

The Discovery of a Girl Murdersd on Sapello Island 

—_Her Murderer Proves to be Her Play- 
mate A Shocking Scere Peesented -Th3 
Boy in dail Awaiting His Trial.

DARIEN, Ga., January 17.—[Special.}—The 
coroner returned from Sapelo tonight, ‘where 
be has been investigating the cause ol Elsio 
Walker’s death. The murderer is a tweive 
year old colored boy, who was brought up un- 
der arrest. The coroner says the scene of the 
tragedy was hideous to behold, blood and brains 
being scattered over the floor and walls. The 
verdict of the jury runs thus: 

We find that Elsie Walker came to her death from 
a gun shot wound, caused by Anthony Handy. 

Elsie, who was fourteen years old, is said to 
have been a bright sprightly gir’, and to have 
regarded Anthony as a favorite playmate. Af- 
ter the report of the gun was heard, Anthony 
made his way intoa crowd of boys at play. 
Despite the apparent dctermination to appear 
unconcerned, his companions detected, from his 
occasionally terror struck face that something 
was wrong. At the time little attention was 
paid tohim. Hedid not stay long at play, 
but sneaked off in a curious manner, ani 
sourht his mother, but even then he told 
nothing. After Elsie’s terrible death became 
known, the queer actions of the boy murderer 
became plain, and he was accused. After 
awhile he admitted causing the unfortunate 
girl's death, but protested that he did not ia- 
tend killing her. Some say Anthony is vin- 
dictive and passionate, others assert the con- 
trary. The mother came with the prisoner, 
and is frantic with grief. The preliminary 
investigation will be held as soon as the wit- 
nesses are obiained.

CHATTANOOGA, Ten~,, January 17.—[Special } 
Luke Anderson, one of the worst despera 
does that ever infested middle Tennessee, was 
captured atan early hour this morning near 
Anderson station, on the Nashville and Chat- 
tanooga railway. The arrest was made by 
Detective Elliott, of this city, aided by a small 
posse, and it was attended with the most 
thrilling scenes @nd incidents. Detective E]- 
liott secured admission to the house where An- 
derson was sleeping before any one was aware 
of lis presence.

As 
iu matter of fact, subsidies for the more rapid 
and effectual delivery of the mails have be- 
come a part of the policy of the north. The 
fast mails at the north—the rapid service 
between the cities of that section—are all 
the result of subsidies. There are fast mails 
to the west, fast mails to the east, and fast 
mails all over the north, and this prompt 
service is the result of extra pay on the part 
of the postofiice department. In some cases, 
the subsidy is not direct, but is the result of 
the neat little trick the technical name of 
which is ‘‘reweighing.’’ When a railroad 
company ig not altogether satisfied with the 
pay it gets trom the departments, it demands 
a “‘reweighing”’ of the mails, and in this way 
has its pay increased. 

The mail subsidies which are in operation 
at the north are contributed to by the tax- 
payers of the south. In other words, the 
tax-payers of this section are called on to 
aid in supplying the north, west and east 
with fast mails. In return the entire south 
has a so-called fast mail that supplies a strip 
of country which, comparatively, is of trifling 
importance. Charleston has a fast mail, 
Augusta, Savannah and Jacksonville, and 
this is al], while the whole south from Wash- 
ington to Atlanta, and from Atlanta to New 
Orleans, is practically deprived of these ben- 
efits. Macon and Columbus should be in- 
cluded in this, tor these cities are as remote 
from the fast wail facilities as the rest of the 
south. 

Now, where does Are 


the trouble lie? 


-nine-tenths of the people of the south to be 


deprived of these mail facilities because the 
postmaster general is of the opinion that a 
fast mail reaching not quite one-tenth of the 
people of this section is sufiicient? On the 
other hand, is the fault with the Richmond 
and Danville railroad? That road for sev- 
eral months had a contract for bringing a 
fast mail south. One day the mail would 
be delivered and for the next two it would 
be missed on account of a hot-box some- 
where in North Carolina. It was a ram- 
shackle fast mail at begt, but there was oc- 
casional comfort in it. At present, the 
Richmond and Danville, with#the presence 
of mind that sometimes characterizes great 
enterprises, pulls out of Washington an hour 
and three-quarters before the New York and 
eastern mail arrives. Whether this extra- 
ordinary freak of energy is the result of a 
wholesome fear of hot-boxes in North Caro- 
lina, or whether the postmaster general re- 
fuses to pay the hot-boxers for their trouble, 
we do not know. But we do know that 
there is something wrong somewhere, and 
we propose to find out where it is.

The delegates and 
exhibitors are the first in their line through- 
out the country, and represent almost every 
state this side of the Rocky mountains. Let 
Atlanta’s business men gooutin force and 
give them a hearty andold fashioned wel- 
eome. 


A Curious State of Affairs. 


There are, perhaps, three men in New York, 
say General T. M. Logan and Messrs. Alfred 
Sully and Isaac Rice, who practically con- 
trol every railroad running in and out of 
Atlanta, except the State road. These three 
gentlemen perhaps represent, in all proba- 
bility, every element of the pool that runs 
through the West Point Terminal company, 
owns a majgrity of the Richmond and Dan- 
ville stock, Georgia Central stock, and East 
Tennessee stock. Here, then, are three men 
practically in control of more than six thou- 
sand miles of railroad and a dozen lines of 
steamships. 

As before stated, they control every line 
running in and out of Atlanta except one, 
which is owned by the state. They control 
every road in Georgia except the Savannah, 
Florida and Western. They control nearly 
every road in North Carolina. They con- 
trol almost every Atlantic port from Norfolk 
to Drunswick. They are practically in con- 
trol of the south Atlantic seaboad and the 
states east of the Blue Ridge mountains. 

it is a eurious comment on latter-day 
financiering that these enormous systems of 
roads were gathered into a half a dozen 
hands by the use of perhaps one million dol- 
Jars in cash. -\ vast amount of money 
was used, of course, in handling 
the blocks of stock necessary’ to 
secure this contro], but the chances are that 
a million dollars in aetual cash, put up as 
temporary margin, has secured the transfers 
that carry theownership of these enormous 
systems. 

The three or four men who control the 
West Point Terminal company are on trial 
before the public. The administration of 
the roads under their control will be watch- 
ed with closest attention. Ifthey are man- 
aged fairly, liberally and honestly—if every 
interest is conserved, and every public and 
private right protected, the result will be 
admirable. If otherwise, it will be disas- 
trous. Atlanta has large interests that 
should run hand in hand with the interests of 
the railroad autocrats. Sheis the center, 
the heart, the focus of the three systems 
which converge within her gates, and which 
should be controlled. trom this point. We 
believe that this fact is understood and prop- 
erly appreciated by the men in power, 


Worse Than Death. 

Perhaps the most painful and disastrous 
calamity that can befall a man isthe loss 
of one’s life work, vith the knowledge that 
his loss brings with it the aversion and scorn 
of a)] Christian men. . 

. The Rev. William Gilbert, of Philadel- 
phia, finds himself in this unplea ant situa- 
tion. After preaching the gospel for twenty 
years he has felt himself constrained to state 
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_ from his pulpit his disbelief in the central | 
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truths of Christianity. For some time past | 
Mr. Gilbert has made no secret of the fact 
that his views were unsound. He told his 
brother ministers that he could no longer 
carry his burden of doubt into the pulpit, 
into the baptizing of converts and into his 
prayers for the dead and dying. It all seem- 
ed a horrible mockery tohim. And yet it 
was hard to give up his profession and begin 
life again under the most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, 

With a sort of calm despair this minister 
has given up all that made life worth living. 
It is impossible not to pity the man, and a 
certain share of respect is due him for his 
honorable conduct in refusing to remain in 
the church asan evil influence and a re- 
proach to Christianity. Atsome future day 
this honest doubter may see things with a 
clearer vision. At least all good people will 
hope so.

The sensation of the hour in Chicago is 
the engagement of Spies, the condemned an- 
archist, to Miss Nina Van Zandt. 

It is the maddest match that was ever 
heard of. Spies is a brutal ruftian, not par- 
ticularly good looking, and there is nothing 
about him that is calculated to attract 
women in general. Miss Van Zandt is a 
well-educated girl of good family, and her 
devotion to the repulsive conviet naturally 
excites surprise and indignation. 

The whole business is the outcome of a 
maudlin sentimentalism.

From 1:30 to 7 p. m.—One-half pint of coffee, with 
milk and sugar and one slice of bread, 1 cent. 

Pork and beans every day, 1 cent per plate. 

Friday—Fish chowder from 11:50 a. m. to 1:50 p. 
m., lcent. Coftee and pread all otner hours. 

Sunday—Stands open only from 7 to 10 a. m. and 
$to5p.m., when coffee and bread and pork and 
beans will be served same as week days. 

Although these prices are near to nothing, it 
is expected that in time the stands will become 
self-supporting. It is a wonder that more 
penny lunch counters are not established in 
the great cities. Bread, soup and coffee do not 
cost much, but they are highly acceptable to

The Fraid of New Hope Church. 

ORLANDO, Fla., January 14, 1887.—Editors 
Constitution: A writerin your issue of January 
ith, relating the incident called the “Fraid of New 
Hope Church,”’ was mistaken in his description of 
it, or elsc he was in a different part of the fleld 
from where I was, 

I was surgeon ofthe Fifty-Seventh Georgia, and 
in General Walker's brigade. We were on a forced 
march from Powder Springs to join Hood’s corps, 
at New Hope church. About 5o’clock p. m., there 
came on one ofthe most violent thunder storms, 
accompanied by the heaviest rain I had witnessed 
for months. The men marched on through until 
they came to a very dense wood, when it became 
so dark that it wasimpossibleto keep the road, and 
a halt was called. Most of the soldiers sat down 
by the side of the goad, others went a little dis- 
tance into the cosa and leaned against the trees 
to rest, when suddenly there came the sound of 
horses’ feet, as if acompany of cavalry was ap- 
proaching ata very rapid pace, and came so sud- 
denjy upon us that tbe men who were sitting on 
the roadside threw themselves backwards into the 
woods and scrambled for dear life out of the way, 
and in five minutes it had passed out of heariug, 
and everything was still as death. Noone saw 
anything, and not a horse's track could be seen the 
next morning. Buotevery one felt the movement 
of the air asif acavalry company had passed. 
There isa number of yeterans of the old Filty- 
seventh who will remember it as long as they live.

A meeting of the exhibitors will be held this 
qorning at 10 o'clock, at chamber of commerce 
where they will bc met by the merchants of 
Atlanta. The formal address of welcome in 
behalf of the chamber of commerce will be de- 
livered by Preaident R. J. Lowry, of that body. 
His honor Mayor Cooper will make an address 
of welcome in behalf of the city. Ex-Mayor 
George Hillyer will deliver an address in be- 
half of the citizens. His excellency Governor 
John B. Gordon will be in attendance to show 
his appreciation of the enterprise and will say 
afew words. Responses will be made in behaif 
of the National Poultry Show association by 
Hon. Fred FE. Scheel, of Belleville, IL, and by 
Hon. k. DD. Lock, of Georgia. The exercises 
at the chamber of commerce will begin with 
prayer by Key.

THE FAST TENNESSER ROAD AND THE COOPS. 

The only drawback the exhibition has had 
is in the delay of their coops. Three car loads 
of exhibition coops were shipped from Athens, 
Tennessee via the East Tennessee road on last 
Wednesday, but up to last night had not ar- 
rived. Inthe meantime, the chickens are he- 
ing shown in the shipping coops with the ex- 
ception of two hundred and fifty coops, whieh 
have becn made in Atlanta. There was con- 
siderable criticism of the East Tennessee road on 
yesterday which will be fully investigated to- 
day and reported tomorrow: 

CHEAP PARES TO THE SHOW. 

The cost of travel on round trip tickets to 
and from the exhibitien wil! be four cents per 
mile. The following telegram was received 
yesterday from Mr. Wm, Rogers, general super- 
intendent of the Central, in reply toone sent 
the night before to General Alexander. 

“Tt has been already arranged that persons 
going tothe poultry show paying full fare 
will upon certificate from the president of said 
show be returned for onecent per mile, this 
making the round trip four cents per mile.” 

The other railroads have, it is said, agreed to 
astimilar reduction, and no doubt a great num- 
ber of persons along their lines will avail them- 
selves of the opportunity of visiting Atlanta 
and the best and biggestshow of the kind 
which the country has yet known. It wonld 
be no difficu]t matter to select many specimens 
from the fowland hbeneh departments which 
would, if exhibited singly, and standing on 
their individual merits as curiosities, satisfy 
the sight-seer, and make him feel his quarter 
of adollar well spent. The exhibition is a 
collection of wonders in its line, and the people 
cannot afford to miss Lhe opportunity of enjoy- 
ng it. Its full extent and character is hardly 
reaiized by the public. Nething like it has 
ever been known in this broa@land, and may 
never be again. There are more fowls 
here than ever before collected under one roof 
and more than half of them are premium 
birds with magnificent records. Exhibitions 
of the kind held previously simply picked 
the fowls to turn. the best from each quarter 
of the country over to the Atlanta show to 
test there the relative merits of great birds. 
The exhibition will bring about a mecting of 
giants of the feathered tribe, whose mettic for 
the most part has been tried in former con- 
tests. 

THE WORK GOFS ON. | 

There has been no rest for Superintendent 
Lindley for some days. Sunday was no 
day of rest for him, and vester- 
day after hurrying all day with 
the view of catching the late afternoon train 
for Edgewood, where he resides, he was com- 
pelled to give up the privilege of spending the 
night at home and keep hard at it till after 
twelve last night. He announced his inten- 
tion of getting the hall in complete shape if it 
took til] daylight, which it came rather nearer 
doing than he perhaps bargained for.

THEGATE CITY GUARD NEVER SUR- 
REN DERS. 


Interest in the European [nvasion Increasing Datly— 
An Ohio Captain’s Opinion of the Atlanta Com- 
pavy—Interview With Captain Burke - 
Preparatory Notes and Commentg, 


“The Gate City Guard is certainly a fine 
company of young men,” remarked Captain 
Anwel, of Columbus, Ohio, yesterday to a 
reporter of THe CONSTITUTION. ‘It has,” he 
continued, “more pluck and determination 
than any military organization in the union, 
and, with the gallantand indefatigable Cap- 
tain Burke in command, I believe it would at- 
tempt any enterprise, however fraught with 
difficulties or embarrassments. I have been 
here more than a week and have had a good 
opportunity to observe the merits of the com- 
pany. Icame to makea contract for furnish- 
ing the members with their new uniforms, and 
the agreement was soon closed and yesterday 
the contract was signed. The uniform the com- 
pany has adopted will be the only one of the 
kind in the United States, and the guard will be 
singled out in any military dispiay, no matter 
how many troops may participate in it.” 

After some further ~“k with the captain, 
who bv the way, isan admirable drill-master 
and a well improved military man, the report- 
cr repaired to the office of Captain J. F. Burke, 
whom he found intently studying a map of 
Europe, the said map being marked all over 
with red ink lines. These red lines the re- 
porter soon ascertained indicate the course of 
travel to be taken by the guard. 

“What's the latest development anent your 
march upon Europe,” queried the military re- 
porter of Tuk CONSTITUTION, ‘“‘Is there any- 
thing new?” 

“Nothing special,’ responded the captain, 
pushing his way aside and facing his interlocu- 
tor. “The first thousand dollar's worth of 
tickets of the tour was sold tuday. The book 
containing 300 receipts was received by express 
this morning from thesteamshbip agentsat New 
York, and | have just begun to issue receipts 
for passage money.” 

“Who gets the first ticket, captain?” 

‘The first -ticket goes to Columbus, Ga. It 
was bought by Mr. J. A. Walker. Heatko 
bought tickets for Mrs. Walkerand Mr. Arthur 
Walker. The fourth ticket was ‘secured by 
Mr. Mandeville, former state senator.” 

“Will all the tickets on the European rail- 
wavs be delivered in Atlanta’’ was the next 
question. 

“That was the way I at first arranged it,” re- 
marked Captain Burke, “but, as there was so 
much risk in send:ng the tickets from Europe 
to Atlanta and delivering them to tlhe exetr- 
sionists here, I directed thatthe European rail- 
way tickets shall be kept in Brussels until we 
arrive there.” 

Each person's ticket will be bonnd in small 
book form, with the nameof the owner on the 
cover, and will be handed to the owner in 
Bi useels,” 

“Is there any change in the arrangements 
as published heretofore?’ 

“No. Weare expected to be in Paris on 
July 14,as appears from this letter received 
frcm there yesterday, and we may change the 
sailing of our steamer to June 25 instead of 
July 2, as now stated in the contract. If this 
change should be made all those who may hay: 
applied for passage will be notified in time.” 

“What is to be done in Paris July 14?” asked 
the reporter. 

“That is the anniversary of the 
proclamation declaring France a republic. All 
Irance will have on her holiday attire on that 
day and preparations are now under way for 
an extensive celebration of the fete. As you 
see, by this letter, triumphal arches wiil span 
the streets, the buildings will be profusely 
decorated, no vehicle will be allowed on the 
streets, the theaters will be freeto the public: 
at night the whole city will be illuminate 1,in- 
cluding the bridges and the boats on the Seine, 
magnificent fireworks will be displayed on all 
the public squares.” The letier stated that 
the great feature of the day will be a parade 
and review of fifty thousand troops of the 
French army, withthe military students from 
St. Cyr, Ecole Militaire, Saumur and St. Maix- 
ent. “This display of French military prowess 
enthuses the French people more than any 
other feature of the celebration, andthe ap- 
pearance of the Gate City Guard, carrying the 
@ag of the United States, will make a scene of 
excitement that will be indescribable, and 
myriads of flowers will be showered on them 
from the balconies as they pass in testimony of 
the welcome extended by the people of a sister 
republic.”

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EMPANELLING A JURY. 


THE JONES MURDER CASE BEGUN 
YESTERDAY. 


After Six Hours Only Bight Jurors Secured—Forty 
Citizens Swear that They are Biased—Three 
are Opposed to Capital Punishment—The 
Defendant and His Wife in Court, 


The superior court met yesterday morning 
at 2 o'clock, Judge Marshall_J. Clarke presid- 
ing. 

As soon asthe jurorsin the regular venire 
bed answered to their names the clerk stated 
that four panels or 48.jurors were ;resent. 
The judge then stated that the case of the 
State vs. R. L. Jones for murder, was set for 
trial, and asked the solicitor-general and the 
lawyers for the defense if they were ready to 
proceed. 

Solicitor-Cieneral Hill stated that his co!'- 
leages, Mr. Ellis and Mr. Johnson, were en- 
gaged in other courts in the 
actual trial of causes, and he would 
like if the court would grant a brief continu- 
ance till they conld be present. 

The judge declined to make any postpone- 
ment on this account. 

Judge Dorsey, of for 


counsel defend- 


ant, addressed the court as fol- 
lows: “We have’ witnesses wh) re- 
side in the county of Bartow, who are not 


here. We know of no reason why they should 
not be here, but we desire their presence. We 
do not ask for a continuance, but only that 
they be brought here by the usual process.” 

Judge Clarke—"“You ought to Shave them 
here.”’ 

Judge Dorsey—~"“ Very well, your honor, we 
wre Te: dy,” 


Solicitor-general proceeded to swear the 
jurors as to their competency. 
Fiank A. Pitman was the first juror called. 


He was put upon his voir dire. and answered 
allthe test questions satisfactorily. 

After some consultation with his assistants, 
Mr. Hill said that the state had no objections 
to the juror. 

‘The defendant's attornevs likewise conferred 
foMsome minutes, and said that they did not 
obje ct. 

Thereupon Pitman was sworn and sent to 
the private room. 

William E. Seott was the next person called. 
lie, too, replied satisfactorily to the questions 
propourded by the prosecuting attorney, The 
state objected to him and he was told to stand 
aside. 

\bont a dozen others were called and sub- 
jected to the voir dire test, one after another 
being stood aside for cause. 

\t 12:30 o'clock the entire venire had been 
exhausted, and only three jurors had been se- 
lected. 

At: when the court adjourned, 
ejeht jurors had been sworn in. 

Seve.ty-two names had been called. sIhe 
state objected to eight and the defendant re- 
jected thirteen, forty-three being disqualified 
because they bad formed an opinion in ad- 
vance asto the prisouer’s innocence or guilt. 

The tollowing persons were sworn in as ju- 
rors to try the ease: Frank H. Pitman, J. A. 
Coutsey, Charles T, Gary, W. L. Randall, Wil- 
liem J. Shockley, Samuel T. Bryan, J. 6. Hud- 
con, Jobn R. Owings. 

Soon after the court met the defendant, R. 
L. Jones, entered the chamber with several of 


his lawyers. He was dressed in a dark 
coat, a pair of ray pantaloons, 
and wore @& very bright colored 


necktie of a purple hue. His face was clean 
shaven, only a flimsy moustache being visible 
above his upper lip. His hair was carefully 
brushed and parted near the middle. He 
seemed neither depressed nor cheerful. His 
demeanor was decorous from beginning toend. 
Occasionally he consulted with his ceunsel 
abcut the jurors Who were called. About 10 
o’cleck Jones’s wife, bearing her babein her 
aims, came into the court room. She did not 
sit near her husband, but occupied a chair 
umong the spectators. She was neatly at 

tired, and deported herself in a quiet and 
lady-like manner. She did not remain dar- 
ing wll the proceedings. 

When court opened there wasa very large 
crowd in attendance, but during the prolix cere- 
mony of securing a dozen jurymen, it gradu- 
ally dwindled down to small proportions, and 
when an edjournment was reached very few 
persons other than lawyers, witnesses and ji- 
rors were present.
